Monopoly Clause Wariiily Discussed 

at Ottawa^Shoold Parliament 
^ ^ Have Been C(?usulted? 

Toronto, Jan. 28j— Tlie. Qlobe'a^.Otta. 
WR correspondent devotee aix columns 
of matter to the announcement of the 
gQvernment'a policy oE the conatraction 
o^ the railway from the Stikine river to 
Teelin lake, and to the effect it will have 
on aeuuring tho Klondike trado for Can 
ada. 

The correspondent first dwells on the 
BtrugKle for the trntio of that region be- 
tween the American and Canadian cities, 
and refers to the customs blockade 
caused by the arbitrary action of the 
United States in regard to passsage across 
the narrow strip of territory from Skag 
way to White Pass. 

bpecial reference is made to the fact 
that the Washington authorities are not 
apparently inclined to keep the agree- 
ment made with the Hon. Mr. Sifton the 
other day, whereby these difficulties 
could be obviated, and the government 
is consequently being inundated '^ith 
telegrama from Weatern Canadian pointa 
aakine it to clpae the pasaea. 

Under exia'ting conditiona all the 
Yukon trade will be lost to Canada; un- 
der the new conditions, says the corre- 
spondent, all, practically, will be re- 
served for Canada. 

Concerning the award of the contract, 
the correspondent says it ia understood 
t'lat the^e have been many seekers after 
the franchise for the construction of this 
railway and more than one proposition 
to build a highway to the Yukon, includ 
ing a proposal from the Canadian Pacific 
railway for the construction of the, work, 
but most of these proposals bad no anb 
stantial backing. An offer from an Eng- 
lish syndicate was withdrawn as soon as 
the real magnitude of the undertaking 
became manifest. 

The only men who seemed to bave the 
^adequate financial strength'for the work, 
"the necessary experience and courape, 
'and ability to give the necessarv gnaran 
tees of good faith, were William Mc 
Kenzie, of Toronto, and Donald D. Mann 
of Montreal. 

After explaining that no cash subsidy 
is to be grunted, but 'a subsidy of 25,000 
acres of mineral land per mile given in 
Btead, with a strict reservation of all 
arable lantls, while the company is to 
put up $250,000 guarantee, the corre- 
spondent also mentiona the following 
important conditions^ 

It is also provided — and this feature is 
of first-rate ioiportance— that in deter^ 
mining the B«leciion of lands fur the 
contractors, eacli alternate block shall 
be reserved for the government. If, 
therefore, the coatractore are ^permitted 
to secure rich gold bearing territory, the 
governmeut muat ebare in their good 
fortune, and it will sot foe .poaalble for 
them to monopolise great tracts of tbf 
choicest portions of the eectiona of the 
gold belt. 

In addition a royalty of one, per cent 
will be collected from all tho precioup 
metals produced from the lands alienate ' 
to tho company, as compared with ton 
per cent, upon ordinary placer mining, 
but the greater certainty of collection in 
the case of tha company gives some ad 
ditional value to this regulation.

There are various conditions looking 
to the control of the railway in the mat- 
ler of rates. Following is one clause of 
the contract : 

" For five years from the last of Sep- 
tember, 1898, no line of railway shall be 
authorized by parliament to be con- 
structed from Lynn canal, or from any 

goint near the international boundary 
etween Oanada and Alaaka into the 
Yukon, nor shall any aid in money, or 
land be granted to any other contract- 
ors for this piirpoae. ' Moreover, during 
ten years from the let of September, 
1898, the contractors shall be given pre- 
ference in any aid the government may 
see fit to grant towards bulldin(^.a line 
of railway from Stikine river to an 
ocean port in British Columbia, provitl- 
ed they are willing to undertake its con- 
struction within a reasonable time." 

Montreal, Jan. 28.— (Special)— Near- 
ly all the leading^iapera approve of the 
government's contract with Messrs. 
Mann and Mackenzie for the construc- 
tion of the Stikine river railway. The 
Montreal Gazette says : " The construc- 
tion of a railway from' the Stikine to the 
tributary watera of the Yukon will mal e 
the taak of reaching the gold regions u 
comparatively eaay one. It will also 
ensure the country aptinat famine, that 
for a time it was feared threatened it 
this season. The route chcen will make 
the Stikine a favorite way of entering 
the territory, and will help Canadian 
trade and save travellers considerable 
worry as well as considerable expense." 

Toronto, ' Jan. 28.— (Special)— The 
Mail's Ottawa correspondent prints an 
interview with Sir Charles Tupper ap- 
proving of tha Stikine railway project, 
though intimating that unnecessary de- 
lay has occurred in starting, and sug- 
gesting that it would have been better 
as a government undertaking. 

Messrs. McKenzieand Mann are losing 
no time. Mr. Mann left yesterday morn- 
ing via the C.P.R. forthe acene.of oper- 
ations. All day the tranacohtinental 
wires were kept "hot" hurrying men 
and supplies to the front. A small army 
of laborers and wagon teams who have 
been working on the Crow's Nest Pass 
road are already moving towards the 
Yukon. It is understood ThoB. White, 
C.E,, of St. Thomas has been engaged 
by Messrs. McKonzie A Mann as chief 
engineer of construction. 



THE RIGHTS OF PARLIAMENT. 

Contention That That Body Should Have 
Been Consulted on the Yukon 
Railway Contract. 

(From Our Own Correanondont.) '' 
Ottawa, Jan. 28, — The prospective 
bill of fare to be presented to parliament 
at the coming session is overshadowed 
by the public interest in the Yukon rail- 
way deal. As the magnitude of the gov« 
ernment'a conceaaion to ' Mackenzie & 
Mann becomea known, the public are 
more critical. The Ottawa Journal, 
which yeaterday approved of the ba:> 
gain, now that it has seen the monopoly 
clause and understands that the lands 
are to be chosen in the gold belt of the 
Yukon, is strongly opposed to the con- 
tract. 

Great interest attaches to the senatorial 
action on the deal. Senator Miller, 
speaking to-night, said : The possi- 
bilities involved in the acheme are, to 
say the least, very alartiiing, and it ia a 
bold thing for the government to enter 
into such a contract on the very eve of 
parliament. Urgency may probably and 
perhaps not unfairly be pleaded, but 
there is a difference between urgency 
and indecent haste. True the 
scheme is subject to the approval 
of parliament, but we all know that par- 
liament will virtually not be a free agent 
in dealing with it, if it has to consider a 
subject after government lias entered in- 
to a contract. In fact, it might be fairly 
contended that it would be a violation of 
the privileges ot parliament to sign such 
a contract within little more than a 
week of the meeting of the legislature." 

RAILWAY BiyALRY. 

Grand Trunk Said to Be Interesting Itself 
With Fremier Greeriway's Scheme. 

WiNNii-EG, Jan. 28.— (Special)— The 
Greenway government organ publishes 
a rumor to-night that the Grand Trunk 
railway is interesting itself in Premier 
Greenway's scheme for a road to Lake 
Superior, with the object of securing an 
entrance to the Canadian Northwest. 
It thinks that the M. & N. W. railway 
may be acquired by the Grand Trunk 
and the line extended to Prince Albert. 
A member of the local government de- 
nies that there is any . truth In the re- 
port,

Goods May Be Bonded Through 
Alaskau Strip Without Irksome 
. ' Reqnirenients. 



New Yokk, Jan. 28. — A Waabington 

despatch to the Sun says: "The regu- 
lations Boon to b3 isaned by the treasury 
department in regard to shipments of 
Canadian goods through American terri- 
tory to the Klondike gold fields are be- 
ing prepared with great care by Aaaia- 
tant Secretary Howell, asalated by 
other ofBcers of the customs divi- 
aion and Collector Ivy, of Sitka. The 
new rulea will prescribe two methods, 
either of which may be employed 
by shippers. The asBessed duties may 
be paid on the goods at the point of en- 
try into American territory, either Dyea 
or Skagway; iu this case a certificate 
will be issued to shippers and the goods 
will be inspected at Lake Linderman, 
the point of esit, by American customa 
agents. If the goods are found to answer 
the description of the invoice the ^cua- 
tome duties will be remitted. 

Tho other method is to receive from 
the shipper a bond insuringthe paytnent 
of duties if required. A manifest is^eent 
with the goods for the use of the govern- 
ment agents at the point of e'xit. In 
case of favorable compariaon between 
manifest and gooda, the bond Q>f the 
shipper will be cancelled. The collector 
at Dyea will allow some discretion, 

Assistant-Secretary Howells has taken 
into account the complaints which have 
come from several quarters, notably the 
chamber of commerce of Vancouver, and 
he believes that the forthcoming regula- 
tions will be acceptable to Canadians 
generally. The regulations have been 
made with due consideration for the 
wishes of the Canadian government, and 
the interests of the two countries have 
been uonaidered in a reciprocal apirit. 

TOEONTO AND NORTH BAY. 

C, p. R. Passengers to Pass Round by 
Carleton Place instead of Over 
Grand Trank Brancb. , 

ToEONTO, Jan. 28.— (Bpecial) — The 
.Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific have 
failed to come to an agreement for pas- 
aenger traffic between Toronto and 
NortS'Bay. for thel . west . The .Grand . 
Trunk want an increase in mileage. In 
future the Canadian Pacific will des- 
patch passenger trains from Toronto to 
connect with the transcontinental train , 
at Carleton Junction, Mr. McNicoll 
says the Grand Trunk wanted tO divert 
the tra£Bc ,by way of Chicago.

A dispatch has been received from the- 
colonial secretary stating that Her Ma- 
jesty's government has been pleased to 
grant two extra commissions in the 
royul artillery to gentlemen cadets ol 
the Koyal Military College at Kingston, . 
in addition to the usual number of com-- 
miesions granted for 1808. 

The minuter of juatice delivered an' 
interesting lecture in Y.M,O.A. hall to- 
niirht oh the South African problem. 

The customs department has been 
notified that the Alaskan relief ex- 
pedition will leave Portland on Febniary

Her hull has been pierced b y*D- 
otber of the many jjsgged I'oeke 
with which the northern passage i'B «o 
plentifully eiipplied, and when last re- 
ports were received from h3r, she ' vsls 
sawing badly, ewiuging with thetiiies 
upon the granite pivot which held h er 
forward, her stern being totally bu t>- 
.merged. 

The accident, wbich has thuc cost tb e 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company one' 
more of their paaeoager fleet, occurred on 
Tuesday mornine last, the Corona, in 
command of Captain Pierce, being at 
■the time bound from Victoria for Skag- 
way, with 245 paBsengere, nil or .practi- 
■cally all being Klondike pilgrims, and 
their extensive outfita taking up. the en- 
tire cargo accommodation of the ship. 

The steamBhip struoli bow-on and 
heavily, commencing to eink almost im- 
mediately, and going down so rapidly 
that there was no time oi opportucity 
to do better than lower the lifeboats. and 
convey the passengers, with such ,por- 
tiona of their effects as could be carried 
by them as band baggage, to the Skeens. 
river beach. 

There they remained encamped until 
the Alki having been commanicated 
with, went to the rescue, rece'ived the 
anfortunate gold-aeekera on board, and 
contiDued with them on her journey 
South. In order to get the nows of the 
wreck to the Journal-Examiner, Mr. 
White, the special stafT correspondent of 
these nu"VBpapsrs, succeeded in catch- 
ing the Danube which landed him at 
the Nanaimo telegraph oflice yesterday 
afternoon, and reached here at 4 :30 this 
morniDK, Tho extent of the disaster is 
summarized thus; No lives lost, but 
the steamer a tot%l Wf§9^ Smi .ber entire 
C&rgd gone. 

The Corona, on the completion of thffl 
ill-starred voyage, was to have been rc 



placed on the northern run by the ex- sensflrfli 



Lewis. Capt. Pierce was on thj bridge, 
and personally directing liiu veaeel's 
course. 

His fatal mistake v/aa in rounding off 
too far to esc^e the rocky shore, aad in 
this endeavor getting out of the channel 
with the unfortunate result chronicled. 

It was about.7 o'clock in the morning, 
and daylight was breaking as the Corona 
orasbed on the 'Sharp line of reef, eplit- 
ting the forwaid .pact of her hull appar- 
ently, and at onae con)mencing to fill. 
Tho force of the >blow was quite sufficient 
to arouse the sleeping paBsengers, uid 
BOQ-ji all were busy with.- me preparations 
for..abandoning ehip, no other course bo- 
ingiepen. 

Tho boats were.quickly got ready and 
there was neither ditlicuUy nor adven- 
ture in removing the 245 passengers, in^ 
eluding about twenty wonwn bound for 
,fche .goldnelds, to the nearby shore. 
Tlieirikand baggag« and peraonal eflects 
were romoved, but all cargo and heavy 
.baggage is neccaearily ..ruined as the 
t^ofona went down .altogether within 
tiveihours after striking. 

Ae she liung when the Danube passed 
she was entirely suboierged at iiigh 
water. ^ other stages of the .tide she 
resta in almost the same manner as the 
San PadrOrBO long remaining oniBrotchie 
ledge, iLUUK up by the noae, with her 
stern in deep water— a bad position in 
deed ahonld rough winds arise. If 
prompt meaeinres are taken ior.her re- 
leaee it ia qaits possible that it may be 
accompiishedi lor the Gbrona in ,the 
same position will be a much eaeier 
craft to handle than was the famoua 
Pedro. 

Owing to tlieir proximity to the shore 
the shipwrocked prospectors were saved 
all the uaual perils of shipwreck, and 
within a few hours after their voyage 
was so rudely interrupted they were 
coflifortably encamped on shore. The 
Danube received; Sir. White as a pas- 
senger when she went by — the others 
preferred to wait for the Alki, following 
12 hours behind. From their position 
on the beach they saw the decks of the 
Corona swept bare of hooaea and all 
deckwork. ■ . 

Aa to the Obqnitlam a0 well aa the 
Corona, first reports would seem to have 
been overdrawn. She went ashore in- 
side the reeia near Mary island.

LoN'Do.v, Jan. 28.— Tho I'ekin corre 
spondent of the Times says the :French 
attitude has undergone a sudden change, 
and appears to give a reluctant support 
to the menacing language of the Russian 
agent, M. PnvliolT (charge d'affaires at 
Pukin), against the openinj: of Talien 
wan. The Chinese, having made en 
quiriea, disbelieve Favlioff's statement 
that Russia can provide a loan on the 
same terms as Great Britain. At the 
meeting of the grand council last night 
(Thursday), the" Chinese decided to ap- 
proach the English and Euesinn govern- 
menta with a proposal of compromiae, 
each power to provide one-half of the loan 
on ita own financial terms and the other 
conditions to be adjusted between them. 

London, Jan. 28. — It is announced in 
a special despatch from Fekin (after 
RuBBia had oflered.China a loan on the 
same terms as Great Britain) that China 
invited liussia to guarantee to defend 
her against the poBsiblo displeasure of 
Great Britain. RuBsia, it appears, was 
evasive in her replies, but a similar 
guarantee being asked from Great Bri- 
tain against Russia waa promptly agreed 
to. 

Pkkin, Jan, 28,— The report that Eus- 
aia haa offered China a loan on the same 
terms as Great Britain is confirmed. 

London, Jan. 28. — Russia's fleet in 
Port Arthur, according to a special 
despatch from Shanghai, ia helpless for 
wantof coal, being unable to steam even 
to Vladivoatock. It is added that the 
Japanese coal firms which contracted to 
supply the Russian fleet have defaulted. 

SfflANQHAi, Jan. 28, — dispatch from 
Cheefooto the Mercury, Shanghai, gives 
the details of the aeaaaaination of a Ger- 
man Bailor named Schultz, belonging to 
the cruiser Kaiser (first announced lu a 
dispatch to the Aaaociated Presa from 
Berlin) on January 26, while on oatpoat 
duty at Taimo, the extreme German port 
at Kiao chou bay. The crime, which 
waa committed by a Chinese rabble on 
Monday night last, was not discovered 
until the men were making the rounds 
in order to relieve the sentries. Then 
Cichultz was discovered. Hia head has 
been severed from the body. The re- 
lieving guard waa directly afterwards at- 
tacked by a hundred natives, and, after 
a stubborn fight, it ia reported that the 
sailors were killed. Twelve natives were 
killed during the fight. It is added that 
in consequence of the outrage the greet- 
eat exciteLient prevails in Kiao chou, 
and it is believed that the incident will 
form the basis for further demands upon 
China. 

Beeltn, Jan. 28.— The German gov- 
ernment has no news confirming tbe de- 
tails of the assassination of the German 
sailor Schulz, as announced by the Mer- 
cury of Shanghai. 

London, Jan. 28.— It \B announced in 
a special dispatch from Shanghai, re- 
ceived here to-day, that four German 
sailors have been murdered by the Chi- 
nese.

According to the reports received 
by the Danube no one from the Klon- 
dike haa arrived at th« seaboard for 
some days, In fact the latest reportt 
from DawEon are to the ell'ict that few if 
any miners will come out to the coast 
now, and that those who intend coming 
out at all will wait for the river boats 

Mr. W. H. Outhbertson, of Vancouver, 
one of the TurnbuU surveying party, 
was seen by a Colonist representative 
this morning, and had some interesting 
details to relate of the party's experience 
at Skagway and vicinity. 

Their party loft here on November 21 
liiBt, and surveyed sixty milea from tide- 
water for a railway to the summit. The 
weather all tho time they were in the 
north was exceedingly mild. 

Mr. CuthbertBon reports a fatal shoot- 
ing ail'rHy at Kkngway just before they 
left that place. An all round crook 
named Faro Pete got into an altercation 
with a man from tho Northwestern 
States over a curd game, and before he 
could reiterate the epithet "liar" he 
waa Bhot down like a dog. Ho was 
carried into a near by saloon in a dying 
condition. Mr. Cuthbertson said, that 
the alTair created very little ezoiteinent. 
The general opinion expressed waa that 
" Pete " should have been shot long be 
f jre. 

Mr. Cuthbertson says that greau dis 
satisfaction is expressed in tho North in 
regard to the obnoxious United States 
customs regulations. AVord wasreceived 
before lie loft Skagway that the inspec- 
tors would be abolished, but this had 
not yet been done. Canada, ho says 
should take immediate action in the 
matter. 

"These inspectors," said Mr. Cuth- 
bertson, "simply live on the miners 
from the time they land in American 
territory, and charge exorbitant prices 
for their aervicea." 



PAYABLE IN SILVER. 

United states Senate Pass the Teller Con- 
current Resolution. 

Washing'j'Wi Jan. 28. — After a debate 
which occupied the greater part of this 
week, the sedate e.Ws evening by a de- 
cisive vote of 47 to 33 pwsed the Teller 

^onuirrent reaolution. The resolniion 
is a practical reaflirmation of that ol 
^tjnutpr Matthev,-s in 1878, and is as foV , 
lows: " That all I'uC '.■"■'ndu of theJJui'-^t, 
States iijeued or RUtl'.OiizeJ to "isaued 
under the said acts of C0''!greaa herein 
before recited, are payable, prin- 
cipal and intere'jt, at the op- 
tion of the government of the 
United States' in. silver dollars , of the 
coinage of the United States containing 
412.1,2 grains each of standard silver, and 
that to restore to coinage such silver 
coins as a legal tender in payment of 
said bonds principal and interest, is not 
in violation of the public faith or in de- 
rogation of the rights of the public 
creditors." All eflbrta to amend the 
reaolution were voted down by tho ma- 
jorities ranging from 5 to 29. Upon the 
linal passage of the resolution, some 
Republicans who supported McKinloy 
and the St. Louis platform in i^dii, 
like Carter of Montana, Chandler of New 
Hampshire, Clarke of Wyoming, Prit- 
chard of North Carolina, Shoup of Idaho, 
Warren of Wyoming and Wolcott of Col- 
orado, voted !or the rcBolution because, 
as Mr. Wolcott announced, "they did not 
believe the resolution oommltted those 
who supported it to the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver."

New York, Jan. 28.— Arthur C. Keane 
of New York is the amateur champion 
fancy skater for the year 1898. He out- 
classed hia opponents in every figure, 
except one, and did it easily. In 1897 
heflnished second to George D. Phillips. 
Irving Brokau came out second in tho 
championahip to-night. Taken as a 
whole, the skating ciiampionship of 1S98 
waa not up to those of former years 
The winner was the only competitor 
with any claim to real high class, and he 
performed under disadvantages. The 
championship contest took place at the 
St. Nicholas rink and extended over last 
night and to-night. Louis Robestein of 
Montreal, tho former champion, was 
judge. 

SPAIN ANd"tHE states. 

They Negotiate for ReclFfocity But Not

LoNSOK, Jan. 28.— The firat'olaaa bat- 
tleship Barfleur, a aiater ahip of the Cen- 
turion, the flagship of theBritish squad- 
ron in Chinese waters, will leave Malta 
for China on February C. It appears 
that the Gefiion, of the cruiser division 
under Prince Henry of Prussia, miaaed 
two colliers, which waited for her at the 
fsland of Socotra for a week, aa stipu- 
lated in the contract. When the Gefflon 
rirrived at Socotra the colliers had re- 
turned to Aden. 

According to a special despatch from 
Shanghai, Sung, the Chinese com- 
mander at Port Arthur, recently informed 
Captain Chichester, of the British war- 
ship Immortalite, that the Buaaian^war- 
hips had the Tsung li Yamen's special 
permission to remain there.

NEWFOUNDLAND LEGISLATURE. 

In Spite of Many Important Measures the 
SeBsion Will Only Last a Month. 

St. J(Ui.n-'s, Xfld., Jan. 28.— The Col- 
onial legislaturo opened to-day. Gov- 
ernor Sir Herbert Murray nnnoiinced the 
following programme of meaaureafor en- 
actment: Tariir revision, civil service 
reform, encouragement of home in- 
dustry, a bounty tor seal fisheries, bonus 
for clearing land, the imposition of a 
stamp tax, the issue of treasury notes, 
an fncrease in the stringen&y of the eled 
tion act, the appointment of. an auditor- 
general, tho establishment of elective 
country boards, conB61ida,tion of the rail- 
way systems and the development of the 
interior. 

The Governor's speech announced that 
the lobster and herring flaheries lias 
shown good reaulta, bnt that the cod and 
eeal fiaheries had met with only poor 
aucceaa. Agricultural operations it de- 
clared ijad been fair.'iy successful and 
there had been unusually keen activity 
in mining matters. The revenue for the 
half-year ending with December showed 
a shortage. The most important an- 
nouncement by the Governor was that 
the ministry intended to request the 
Imperial government to send a royal 
commission to visit the colony to in^ 
quire into the condition of its affairs,' 
and ascertain how the industries of the 
people were affected by the French 
treaty rights on the west roast of the 
island. The government expects to close 
the session in about four weeks.

A FALSEHOOD NAILED. 

On Thnraday morning the Poet-In- 

telligencer, replying to a statement of 
the Colonist in reRard to the ieauing of 
minera' certificates in the British Cohim- 
bia cities and nowhere else on the Coast, 
which it pronounced a deliberate falsi- 
fication , said: 

" Miners' certificatea can be secured 
at Skagway from an inspector ol police 
who was making his headquarters there 
at the last accounts. 

Although this statement was in direct 
contradiction to the official notice issued 
by the Dominion government, tho Colon- 
ist thought it well to obtain a positive 
and autboritative denial, having refer 
enee' to the Fost-IntelURencer's allega 
■tion, and it therefore wired the Hon. 
Mr. Sifton at Ottawa as follows: 

VrcTORrA, January 28 
Hon, Clifford Si/Ion, Ottawa: 

A Seattle paper says mining licenses 
can be obtained at Skagway from a police 
inspector there. la this true? 

To which the following reply was re- 
ceived : 

Ottawa, Ont., January 28. 
Cqlonitt,^ Victoria: . 
No ; not true. 

Clifford Sifton. 
We hardly know what language to 
en ploy to characterize the conduct of 
the FoBt-Intelligencer in makinR the 
statement above referred to. It has 
been guilty of shameless deceit. It can- 
not plead that it has misunderstood the 
official notices, which have been printed. 
These notices have stated in express 
terms that the licenses could only bo ob- 
tained at certain cities that have been 
named. The cities on tho coast named 
as places where the licenses are to be 
issued are Victoria, Vancouver, Nanaimo 
and New Westminster. When the regu- 
lation was first promulgated only Vic- 
toria and Vancouver were specified, the 
other cities being added later. One de- 
5 p:itcli snid also that inspectors of mount- 
ed police ia the Yukon would be em- 
powered to issue the licenses, also the gold 
commissioners. These officers have not 
as yet heard of the new order and have 
no licenees which they can issue. It 
vviU be weeks and perhaps months be- 
fore the licenses will reach them. It is 
:ib3ohitely certain that not a ])olice in- 
spector in the whole Yukon country is 
in a position to issue the licenses, or has 
BO much as heard that licenses are to be 
issued. Yet the Post-InteliiKoncer has 
the unparalleled audacity to say that 
tlie licenses can be obtained from " the 
1 iiep'jctcr at Lake Tairiah." This is not 
true; it cannot in the very nature of 
thin;j8 be true; there is considerable 
doubt if it ever will be true.' Certainly 
as yet no one has any authority what- 
ever to say that licenses can be obtained 
there. 

The publication of such a statement as 
that of tho Post-Intelligencer above re- 
ferred to, ouyht to render a paper liable 
to criminal prosecution. Since the 
order was issued requking itceases to 
be tfiken out, we suppose that fifteen 
hundred people have left Sealtld lor tho 
Yukon, believing that when they got to 
Skagway orTagish they would find some 
one clothed with authority to issue 
licenses. They will bedisappointed.and 
bitterly so. The day after this false 
statement was made by the Seattle 
paper, the steamer City of Seattle sailed 
North with, a full load of passengers. 
She was followed by the Topeka also 
with a full load. These people have 
gone North believing that when 
they roach Skagway they can get 



there. They will learn to their disgust 
that there is no place nearer than the 
British Columbia ^^/.i^iea..: where the 
licenses can be procured. 'What they 
will think of the paper that has so gross- 
ly deceived them can be easily imagined, 
Their position will be a serious one 
Tliey will not feel like going inland, lest 
they may find themselves unable to se 
cure .licenses rin the interior, as they 
certainly cannot until very much later 
in the season ; and il they go in without 
the licenses, it will be useless 'for them 
to locate claims, because the locations 
will be void. 

Perhaps we waste sympathy .upon such 
people. If men are so utterly foolish as 
to believe the misrepresentations of such 
an infamous paper as the Fost-Intelli-. 
gencer they have themselves only to 
blame for the consequences ; but we tell 
every one, and we think it of the utmost 
importance that the fact should bo 
known, that there are no places on the 
Coast, except Victoria, Vancouver, Na- 
naimo and N«w Westminster, where 
Yukon licenses can be procured, and 
that for the present and for some time 
to come the licenses cannot be obtained 
in tho Yukon country. They cannot be 
obtained at Skagway, and never will be 
obtained there until the boundary line 
ia settled and the head of the Lynn 
Canal ia declared to be a part of Canada. 

In the interest ol the trade of British 
Columbia, and almost equally in the in- 
terests of humanity, this fact should be 
made known everywhere on the Coast. 
It ia a cruel thing to allow men to go 
North under a wrong impression in re- 
gard to the licenses. 

ANOLO-SAXON OR MUSCOVITE t 
____ k 

Napoleon is credited with the prophecy 
that all the world will be ruled by the 
Teuton or the Muscovite. Whether he 
ever said anything of the kind or not 
makes very little difl'erence; the idea is 
ono that has a great deal of truth in it. 
The Teuton does not necessarily mean 
an inhabitant of Germany. What' Na- 
poleon had in mind, and what everyone 
else has in mind when speaking ol this 
matter, ia the family of which some of 
the German peoples form a branch, but 
whose greatest exemplification is to ho 
found in what is usually apoken of aa the 
Anglo-Saxon race. It is plain upon the 
face of things that this race is far and 
away in advance of all others in its in- 
fluence and power. Disregarding, for 
the sake of the argument, the Scandi- 
navians, who are perhaps more closely 
allied to the Teutons than is generally 
supposed, we find the Teutonic race 
dominating a vast portion of the 
earth's suvface. It occupies the follow- 
ing territory:

The area dominated by Bussia, that is 
by the Muscovite, is 8,060,282 square 
miles, and the people acknowledging his 
away number 121,861,781. Thus there 
ia no reason to question the supremacy 
ol the Teutonic family at the present 
time. It will be seen also that in 
respect to area and population the Brit- 
ish Empire far anrpassea Russia. On 
the other hand it is to be remembered 
that while the British Empire ia scatter- 
ed all the world over, the Kussian Em- 
pire is a compact mass. Both are alike 
in that they number within their popu- 
lation people ol various races and difi'er- 
ent religions. 

II Ruaaia could succeed in acquiring 
control of China the situation would be 
materially altered. Her sway would' in 
that event extend over 12,278,001 square 
milea, and a population of fully 525,000,- 
000. It seems therefore that the inter- 
est of the Teutonic races is to prevent 
Bussia Irom controlling the great Asiatic 
empire. This would be a comparatively 
easy matter, if the several branches of 
the Teutonic family would realize the 
identity of their interests and co-oper- 
ate. There is some reason to think that 
Great Brltian and Germany will do so. 

When the port of Kiao Chou was 
saizgd by Germany, the Colonist pointed 
out that this was distinctly a hostile 
act towards Russia, notwithstanding the 
ellbrts made in the despatches to put 
another face upon it, and the reported 
utterance of the ICaiser that it was done 
to check England. Great Britian bad no 
interests in Northern China that were 
likely to be interfered with by the oc- 
cupation by Germany of this harbor. 
On the other hand, Rnasia has been 
planning for a long time to gain the con- 
trol of Manchuria, aa a preliminary to 
the proteotorate of all 'China. Ger- 
many's action checkmates this, and the 
wise plan adopted of making the port a 
free one, after the manner of Hong 
Kong, will secure the moral support ot 
tho United States aa well as of Great 
Britian in the retention of it. Japan 
likewise can have no desire to see Ger- 
many ousted froni a port, where Japan- 
eae traders are free to do business on 
equal ternla, and have Bussia take pos- 
aession. The action of Germany in 
making this seizure before the comple- 
tion of the Siberian railway is especially 
significant. All publicista have seen 
that once thia railway was open 
for traffic from St. Petersburg to 



down upon China, making the Gulf of 
Pechili a Ruaaian aea and completely 
overshadowing Pekin with Russian in- 
fluence. Germany now stands in the 
way and will not be disposed to permit 
tho Czar's government to dislodge her. 
The stroke of the Kaiser was a bold one, 
and though it seemed indefenaiblo, it 
may prove to have been'in the interest 
of civilization. It certainly gives Ger- 
many reason to be willing to co-operate 
with Great. Britain and Japan in pre 
venting the southiarh extension ol Rue 
sian influence. 

A very important phase of the case is 
the prompt action of Great Britain in 
agreeing to help China with a much- 
needed loan. Conpled with this is a 
promise to protect Obina against any 
displeasure on the part of Russia. This 
measure will have the effect ol complete- 
ly supplanting Russian influence at 
Pekin, bo that the Muscovite has cer- 
tainly been defeated in the opening 
moves of the great game for supremacy 
over the Yellow race. 

Although the United States is greatly 
concerned in the aucceea of the line of 
policy which Great Britain is openly 
pursuing, and which wo believe Ger- 
many stands ready to second, aa yet the 
Washington government haa shown no 
sign that it appreciates its duty in the 
premises. The reason for its inaction is 
too absurd lor credence, and never would 
have been thought of as likely to influ- 
ence the nation, if the press had not 
persistently asserted it. This reason ia 
as follows: During the war of secession 
the Emperor Napoleon 111 waa very de- 
sirous of interfering on behalf of the 
South, and he approached the British 
government with overtures lor that pur- 
pose. These were declined. They came 
to the knowledge of Russia, which had 
not then got over tho soreness against 
France which had been caused by the 
Crimean war. The opportunit seemed 
good for revenge, snd.Bussia gave it out 
that in the event of France interfering 
between the North and South, she would 
attack France. In the United States the 
common belief ia that Great Britain was 
only deterred from interfering through 
fear of Russia; but the facts are as stat- 
ed above. This purely revengeful act on 
the part of Russia, which did the United 
States no cood, for Great Britain had 
declined to interfere, and Napoleon had 
abandoned hia plan, has been magnified 
by United States papers and speakers 
into a wonderful evidence of the friend- 
ship of Russia towards the United 
Statea, quite in diaregard ol the maxim 
of diplomacy, that Bussia has no 
friends. We are not without a hope 
that events will awaken the good sense 
of the people of the United Statea to a 
realization of how their interests are 
bound up with those of the other Teu- 
tonic nations, in preventing the Musco- 
vite from ever obtaining control of 
China, and giving laws to the world.

A N IMPORTANT ANNO UNOBMENT. 

A part of the bargain between Meei rs. 
Mackenzie & Mann for the conBtrnction 
of the railway from Telegraph Creek to 
Teslin Lake is that for five years to come 
no railway shall be authorized from the 
head of Lynn Canal to any point in the 
Yukon. Thia is a matter of the greatest 
importance, for it secures the trade of 
the Yukon to Canadian citiee. It is a 
hard blow at oar enterprising neighbors 
on the Sound, but they have been aching 
for something of the kind. They have 
got it now and we hope will like it as 
well as Canadians will. A number of 
United States concerns, with the same 
effrontery that has characterized 
all the dealings of United Statea citi- 
zens with matters relating to the 
Yukon, have gone on with prepara- 
tions to build railwaya from points 
on itho head of Lynn Canal, without 
waiting to see whether or no they cuuld 
get permission from the Dominion gov- 
ernment to do so. They will have to 
call a halt and will have their trouble 
for their pains. We do not say that 
under any circumstances the Canadian 
government would have given up to 
United Statea capitalists the right to 
build railways into Canadian territory ; 

ut we feel very confident that, if it had 
not been for the outrageous way in which 
Canadian traflic has been hampered by 
the United States customs adthoritiee, 
such a pledge as the government has 
given the contractors would evoke con- 
sidenible protest. We do not like 
monopolies, oven for five years; but 
bettor a Canadian monopoly than that 
the country should be subjected any 
longer to the hoggish trealment that haa 
been extended towards it. 

Now that our neigbbirs have seen 
pretty concluaive evidence of the tem- 
per of Oanadiana, perhapa they will be 
mere diaposed to listen when wo tell 
them that only a very little more provo- 
cation will be neceasary to lead the Dom- 
inion to order that no alien, shall have 
any rights in the Yukon ihines. We do 
not believe that, left to itself, the 
United Statea government would have 
exhibited the unneighborlinoBa that has 
characterized its dealings with our peo- 
ple; hut it has not been left to itself. 
Every influence that could bo brought to 
bear upon the treasury department to 
hamper Canadian tradei. haB beeQ;em- 
ployed. The thing had gone a little fur- 
ther than Canada waa diaposed to stand, 
and the manner in whicli tho Dominion 
government haa checkmated all the 
schemes of the Americana to rob Can- 
adians ol their rightful trade will 
evoke many.:,expreBaiona of hearty ap- 
proval even' froni tboBB who may think 



it gives Messrs. Mackenzie & Mann too 
great an advantage. 

A BASE SLANDER. 

In the Times of last evening appeared 
the following despatch from Ottawa: 

While parties have been wire-pulling 
here at Ottawa for weeks back to obtain 
permits for taking whisky to the Yukon, 
Sir Charles Tupper ia aaid to have got 
ahead of his competitora and obtained 
for the Klondike Minirg, Trading and 
Transportation Company, a permit for 
the sale of 50,000 gallons fiom the Brit- 
ish Columbia government. It will be 
taken to the northern boundary of the 
province and shipped in fromf there aa 
the purcbaaers see fit. It is computed 
that the company can make several hun- 
dred thousand dollars oh the venture. 

The Times gave this despatch the lead- 
ing place in its newa columns and de- 
voted its leading editorial to it. There 
is not o:ie word ot truth in it. TheTimeo 
saya it is to be hoped for Sir 
Oharlee Tapper's Bake that it is either a 
joke or a mistake. We believe it to be 
neither one nor the other,' but simply a 
groas pieceol scandal, set on Idotbysome 
ill-conditioned individual, who found in 
the Times a fitting vehicle for his con- 
tenijjtiblo slander. Tue Times has no 
excuse for having been gulled by such a 
piece of rubbish. If it knows anything 
at all, it knows that the British Colum- 
bia government does not issue permits 
to anyone to take any quantity of spirit- 
uous liquor into any part of the 
province, but simply grants licenses, 
and tho parties holding the licenses 
take what liquor they think they can 
sell. Moreover it ought to have known, 
if the Ottawa ecandalmonger did not, 
that it would be utterly impossible for 
any one to use such an alleged permit in 
the manner mentioned in the despatch. 
The despatch saya the license waa ob- 
tained for the Klondike Mining, Trading 
it Transport Corporation. Tho oflico of 
that corporation ia about forty feet from 
the Times ofliee, and one would have 
supposed that before printing such a 
statement about a man in Sir Charles 
Tupper's position, and treating it 
editorially, the Times would have made 
some inquiry at the office of the com- 
pany. It did not do so, preferring to 
liave a^few hours' sensation out of a low 
slander.

States Companies, 

President Alex, Wilson, H, Dallas 
Helmcken, Thoa. Shotbolt, J. S. Yates,

Daviea, of tbeJubilee Hospitaldirectors, 
had little to engage their attention at 
the regular fortnightly meeting latit 
evening.

Dr. Haaaell, the resident medical offi- 
cer, wrote aekiDK that several minor im- 
provements be made about the hospital, 
including the renewing of some surgical 
inatruments, the Bubatitutiug of the 
present electrical lamps for ones of lower 
candle power where a strong light is not 
required, and the renewal of some ash- 
b xes. In connection with the new in- 
atruments, a request w«r also made for 
a microscope. The board, however, did 
not. see their way clear at present 
to Becnre the kind of instrument they 
would want, but in the other matter re- 
fe-red to everything was left in the 
hands of the committee, with power in 
the case of the instruments to expend 
not more than i^lOO. A motion was 
passed confirming the,^.action of the 
president in securing a box in which all 
papers of value, docaments appertain- 
ing to the hospital, might'be kept with 
safety and deposited in the Bank, of 
British Golambia. The nsual monthly 
salaries, amounting to $581.40, were or- 
dered paid.

There Will Be Food for Ail-Between Three 
and Four Thousand Claims 
Recorded.

City on the 10th of December, says ; 

" All things here average $1 perpoand, 
but there ia no panic now, nor the ghost 
of a fear about food. Still, the prices 
will remain high until the boats come, 
and this is, of conrpe. temptiiiK'tO'Small 
freighters and tiaders. 

" Some enormous strikes are reported 
low down on Hunker creek, where 
hardly expected. Bat all reports of big 
strikes now are a sealed book, pending 
the final action at Ottawa on the 20 per 
cent, tribute laid recently on big out- 
puts of gold. 

" CaimB me being recorded night and 
day. TheGoldOjmmiPBioner told me yes- 
terday that' over 3,200 had baen record- 
ed. More are recording now than ever 
before. Some of them are ' wildcat.' 
Lgt the stranger beware. I am told by 
the responsible miners here, and 
I believe it, that much new- 
ly recorded ground is worthless 
and only recorded to eell. It in 
well to be cautious of ground recorded 
since September, as about the end of that 
month snow had fallen and legitimate 
prospecting on the creeks remote from the 
centres had, as a rule, ceased. But per- 
haps this should not be said of Stewart 
river and its tributaries, as many good 
men have gone there to winter and pros- 
pect, with their base of supplies at the 
month of thia promising river. At the 
same time all Know that there is too 
much recording for the number of men 
in and aronnd Dawson. 

"The real miners are nearly all at 
work in the Bonanza, Eldorado and 
Hunker creek claims, making hay while 
the sun shines, orrather, while it doesn't 
shine, and they can mine below the 
muck and frozen mud. The output will 
be enormous, whether we hear of it or 
not."

Nigrbt's Meeting.' 



At laat night^B adjourned meeting of 
the school board eeveraL mattere of im- 
portance were broatcbt op and diacasBed 
with a spirit by some of" the members 
that but increased interest in the pro- 
ceedings. A number of motiona were 
introduced by Traateea Marchant and 
Hall -which had aa their objecta the dis- 
luissal of Mr. 'Williams and appointment 
of Inspector Eatoa as secretary, and the 
removal of the secretary's room from 
Mr. Williams' oflflee to the city hall, pro- 
viding a room being obtained at the lat- 
ter place. Trustee Belyea claimed that 
Meeers. Maichant and Hall were 
" springing " their motions on the board 
Kitbout the proper notice. He thought 
sacb a move was unfair and should be 
nipped in the bud. Several sharp 
paaaages between the members during 
the debate enlivened proceeillngB very 
much. The other businesa transacted 
was of rather an important nature, a 
number of recommendations made by 
Inspector Eaton in bis report, creating a 
great deal of diBCiJBsioii, All the mem- 
hera of the board were present when 
Chairman Hayward requested Inspector 
Katon to read his report on a number of 
matters referred to him at prior meot- 
iuRa. 

Mr, Batons reported that in the mat- 
ter of the children temporarily living in 
in Victoria West, being permitted to at- 
tend the Central scHools, he \7ould 
recommend that this pernugaion should 
be contlaaed. With refereiiice to the re- 
quest that an additional teacher be ap- 
pointed for Soath Park school, owing to 
the large attendance, the inspector 
stated that while later on it might be 
necessary to increase the staff of toachors 
by two or three in several of the Bchoola, 
but at present he would not recommend 
an additional teacher lor South Park. 
The request of Rlr, Lowndes to have his 
daughter removed to another school was 
not considered reasonable by the in- 
spector. 

The following recommendations were 
also made : That Mr. Winaby and Miss 
Nasoa of the Boys' school exchange divi- 
sions, and that Miss Christie of the 
Boya' Central and Mr. Steyenaon of the 
Victoria West also exchange placea in 
their respective stafTa. 

The report was taken up in sections 
iind diacussed, every section finally bs- 
injj approved of by the boarc^. 

Wlien the matter relating to the ex- 
changing of divisions by Mr. Winnby 
and Miaa Nason came up, coneiderable 
9trea3 was laid by Trustee Hall on the 
fact that the former teacher had made a 
success in the primary department and 
it would bo unwise to remove him. It 
waa thought, however, by the majority 
of the membera that Misa Nason was 
more suited to the work in the primary 
<lepartment and the change was accord- 
ingly made. 

When the matter of excliauging Bliss 
Christie, of the Boys' Central, and Mr. 
StevenBon, of Victoria West, was brought 
up a heated diacuseion arose. 

The inspector stated that Principal 
Tdit and Mr. Stevenson did not get 
along very well, and that while be con- 
sidered the latter had been successful in 
the West ward school, he would for this 
reason recommend hia removal to thi 
Boys' Central. Some queation arose as 
to Mr. Stevenson's popularity or lack of 
it with tliB parents of his pupila, and 
Trustee Mra. Grant in' very strong terms 
said that such dissatisfaction waa purely 
imaginary. Pilr, Tait, she asserted, had 
worked up t'nij (liaeatisfaction, and had 
uot doiio Mr. Slevenaon, who was an 
• excellent teacher in all respects, justice. 

Trustee Jlall took exception to Trustee 
Mrs. Grant's statement regarding Mr. 
Tait's action, and Mrs. Grant retorted 
iihat Principal Tait had told her himself 
that Mr. Stevenson's teaching was not 
up to the mark. 

Trnstee Belyea thought that if it could 
be proved that the diBsatiefaction had 
been worked up by Principal Tait the 
latter should immediately he called upon 
for an explanation. If principalg were 
permitted to spread broadcast tlieir un- 
f.i.vorable opinionsof their 8tall''aal)ilitiea 
tlici a.:i.oal eyet(-iu of the city would be 
demoralized. Tlio recommendation was 
li iially approved and the exchange will 
t ike phict; siioitly. 

Tiie next husineaa taken up was the 
motion by Trustee Hall, seconded by 
Trustee Marchant, that the mayor and 
aldermen ba requested to grant the use 
•of the council chamber for the public 
laeetlnga of the scboolboard and also the 
use of the room formerly occupied by 
the water commissioner for the purpose 
of a secretary's office. 

Trnatee Marchant urged the adoption 
of the report on the grounds that it 
would effect a considerable saving, 

Trustee Belyea opposed it, statinir 
itluid been brought without tlio proper 
aiotice. The odoption of the motion 
would mean tliat Secretary Williams 
would not be able to attend to bis duties 
-so well. lu any caee the board should 
iiret decide whether they would reruovo 
the office if tha council's permission 
Y/flEl granted. 

Trustee Marchant thought that the 

■ committeo appointed to define theauper- 
lintendoht'a duties would have been 

brought before the board and that it 
.would contain saraething relating to the 
-latter^ taklnir over the position of secre- 
tary. Mr, Baljoa thought- that the in- 
spector should Lave something to say 
;abocit' the matter before the office was 
forced upon him. The motion being put 
TruBteee Mali, Marcliaiitj Mrs. Jenkins 
mid Mrs. Grunt voted for it, and Trus- 
tees McMicking and Belyea against it. 

Trustee Hall then introduced a motion 
•to the etl'ect that Mr. Williams should 
be notified that after February 28 hia 
oflice would no longer be required by the 
board. 

Trustees Mrs. Grant and Mra. Jenkins 

■ considered that another office waa neces- 
sary as the present one was not acees- 
eible at* all times. 

Trustee McMicking thought that the 
•cost of fitttnp; up the room at the city 
hall should be ascertained befora such a 
■ni6tlon;Wft8 put. lie thought the mo- 
wiioss were brousht simply to introduce 



other motions which would result in 
Mr. Williams' dismissal and a request 
that the inspector take over the ofKce. 

The motion was carried, Trustee Mc- 
Micking dissenting. The next motion 
introduced justified . Trustee McMick- 
ihg!a reniiiirk8.^Vlt was moved v bT'TraS' 
tee Marchant and seconded by Trustee 
Hall, "That Inspector' Eaton be re- 
quested to undertake the duties of secre- 
tary on and after March Ist, 1898." 

Trustees McMicking and Belyea 
thought that a proper notice of motion 
should be given in dealing with such an 
important matter. 

Trustee Marchant said chat such pro- 
cedure would mean another month's 
salary for a secretary. 

Trustee Mrs. Grant stated that before 
she would care to cast hervote she would 
like to know whether Inspector Eaton 
would undertake willingly the duties of 
the otiice. 

Trustee Belyea — " The resolutions that 
are being introduced to-night are simply 
forcing the board into a bad hole. It 
seems to me that the mover and seconder 
of tbia motion are skilfully working to 
oust Mr, WilHama and also to force In- 
Bpnctor Eaton's hand." 

Trustee Hall—" The moment"— 

Trustee Belyea — " I have the floor and 
I don't want to bo interrupted." 
' Continuing, Mr. Belyea said that Trus- 
tees Hall and IMarchant wore asking the 
beard to pass a resolution which was 
directly telling Superintendent Eaton 
to act as aecrelary. This was an unfair 
thing to do. It, waa not business, it was 
not courtesy, and it was not fair to Mr. 
Eaton. Tliey were simply driving 
the ll^in end of the wedge home 
to get the superintendent in such 
a position, that he will have to meet 
this board with a flat refusal or reaign. 
Ho would move the adjournment of the 
debate in order to give them a little time 
to think the matter over. It had it 
seemed to him been sprung on them too 
sutUleiiiy. 

JNIr. ^Iarchant, with coneiderable feel- 
ing, said that ho did not think it right 
for one member of the board to impute 
improper motives to another. On Ohair- 
mau iluyward'a suggestion it was de- 
cided to adjourn the debate until the 
next meeting. 

A YUKOxN PIONBBE. 

One of -the First Men to-Enterthat Country 
Has Died at Dawson. 

With the /ealization of the golden 
wealth of the Yukon comes news of the 
death of one of the first white men who 
set foot in that far northern country. 
This is Fred W. Hart, who, with several 
other miners, set out from Manaon Creek 
in 1872 for a prospecting trip down the 
Mackenzie. Mr. William Ogilvie, in 
speaking of the discovery of gold in the 
Yukon, says: "In 1872, September 2, 
two North'Of- Ireland men, from County 
Antrim, named Arthur Harper and 
Frederick W. Hart; George W. Fitch, 
who came from the vicinity of Kingston, 
Ontario; Andrew Kanselar. a German, 
and Sam. Wilkinson, an Englishman, 
loft Manson Creek to go on a prospecting 
trip down the Mackenzie river. Harper, 
because gold had been found on the 
Liud, which empties into the Mackenzie 
and is one of its principal branches, waa 
under the impression that there 
was gold on the Mackenzie. They 
made their way down Peace river 
by the Finlay branch, to what is 
known as Half- Way river. There they 
met a party of men surveying for the 
Canadian Pacific railway, and unwit- 
tingly helped to drive a spike in our 
great national highway, because they 
gave their boat to the survey men to 
make their way up the Peace river. 
Harper and the ethers packed their pro- 
visiona up the Hiilf-Way river and over 
a twenty-live or thirty-mile portage to 
the waters of the Nelson river, down 
which they went until they found it safe 
for the passage of canoes, where they 
made a cache and proceeded to make 
two dug-out canoes, with which to as- 
cend the Nelson." 

Mr. Ogilvie prooeods to relate how 
Harper, Hart and Fitcli wont up the 
Yukon to White river and building a 
ca'.iin, prospected during the winter, 
and next spring prospected the Stewart 
and Forty-Mile. 

Hart waa well known to the old timers 
in 'Victoria, He came down here after 
the trip referred to and afterwards went 
back to the north whore he was in- 
terested with John O'Donald in minim; 
on Poker gulch. Miller having bnilt a 
store at Forty Mile, the nucleus of the 
little town there. Hart went hack there 
for a time. In the fall of ISKG he 
came do ivn to Victoria and made a trip 
to his old home in Ireland, returning in 
the spring of 1897, and proceeding back 
to the Yukon. In September he was 
taken ill and his friends have now 
learned that he died at Dawson City lust 
fall, having lived long enough to see the 
results that had been obtained thromih 
the adventurous exploration of himself 
and otlier pioneers. It seems strange 
tlh.t news of Hart's death had not been 
sooner received. Probably, however, 
moat of the men who have returned from 
Dawson never knew that ho waa con- 
nected with the early explorationa in 
the diatrict and so never thought to 
mention hie death.

neas. Another fnvorablo feature 
of the week ia the aliijlit 
but distinct improvement in the cot- 
iiiu uooda eituuiion, in which 
activity ia awaking. I'rint cloths are 
lugber and Bome makea of uray and 
medium weigh cottons are more firmly 
neld. Pig iron is reflecting the effect of 
tho present unprecedented production 
and a further weakening in prices is re- 
corded at Eastern points. A t the West, 
however, consumption of pig and of the 
fioiabed products of iron and steel ia re> 
ported increasing eo as to hold prices 
firm. Large salea of bar ateel and of 
raila are reported at Obicago and St. 
Louis, with mUla refus^ig to take ordera 
for delivery earlier than late aummer. 
Buol.s and shoes hold the late advance 
uid manufacturers of heavy weights will 
nnt take nrdere for delivery at present 
prices. Wool is strong on large salts 
and firm prices abroad, Tricea of moEt 
staple products are higher on the week, 
Bank clearings at 87 cities for the week 
nnding January 27, as telegraphed to 
Bradstreet's, with compariBone, show 
total clearances of $1, 283,710, 195, an in- 
creJBO of 33.9 per cent, as compared with 
f.he cnrrflppnndincr week last year.

Weather conditions at Halifax are 
favorable and general orders come in 
fairly well with a moderate demand for 
dpring goods. Deals are atill low in 
price without encouraging prospects. 
The fishine outlook in Newfoundland 
sbowB some signs of improvement, lle- 
mittancea are not beyond the average, 
tiuebec reports buaineEa rather ahead of 
last year, with improvement iu collec- 
tiona. Buainesa at Montreal ia very fair 
for the season, with money coming in 
pretty well and diacounta G to 7 per cent. 
At Winnipeg the trade ia quiet ; although 
some lines gain from the outfitting trade, 
which is active. Collections are fair. 
General trade at Victoria is satisfactory 
with good collections and increaeing de- 
mand in outfitting lines, One order was 
received from an Alaska company for .$50,- 
000 worth of groceries, and there is con- 
aiderable activity in shipping;

In the latter case, however, the agenta 
of the vessel would under the circum- 
atancea have been put to conaiderable 
trouble, and as this was not imperative 
Collector Milne simplified mattera by gi v- 
ing the necesaary permit.
